Jam es Bla* mine, of Salem, shot-firer 
in the Delmote coal mine, a mile and 
a half southWNst of Leetonia. who was 
tie* only man in the mine at 5 o’ciock 
Monday evening when an explosion oc­ 
curred very similar to that about a 
month ago when George Greenawalt 
and W illiam Keene 
were 
instant!} 
killed. 
Working ahead in that manner with 
out a moment’s rest for over 18 hour«, 
tlie rescuing party had not discovered 
any trace of the entombed man at noon 
Tttasday, although they had penetrated 
into the mine as far as the points 
where the two dead shot-firers w«*re 
found 
a month ago. 
W hether Mr 
jBlaem ire is still living, is, of course, 
unknown, but there Is little possibil­ 
ity that lie is. 
It is the supposition 
that, had he not been instantly killed 
by the force of the explosion, he must 
have been asphyxiated by the gas that 
filled the mine following the explosion. 
However, the volunteers are working 
with the hope that he may he at the 
extreme end of the mine, so far from 
the scene of the explosion that he felt 
•in efft-cts, hut is hemmed in by the 
gas and debris. 
Miners employed at 
tin* Delmore say that he was accustom­ 
ed to firing a couple of shots and then 
going on to the other end to fire a
